NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Two 


fathers of infant children, one 
of them the bereaved and tragic 
fisnired of the most famous kid- 
naping case in history and the 
other the man suspected of exe- 
cuting- the fiendish crime, met 
for the first time today. 
They were Col. Charles A. Lind- 


bergh, first the hero of America and 
later tht> object of its most heart- 
felt sympathies, and Bruno Richard 
Kauptmann, the man held in con- 
Mtction with the crime. 


Between them passed no words— 


not even a flicker oC recognition. It 
was a meeting poignant in its silent 
intensity 
and 
drama, 
and 
the 


thoughts that crossed the minds of 
these two widely-separated figures 
were blanketed in the secrecy of 
their 'own muteness. 


At Lindbergh's Request. 
It was shortly before Hauptmann 


was haled into court for arraign- 
ment, on the extortion charges level- 
ed figainst him that the encounter 
occurred. 


And while no one present at the 


meeting or aware of its details would 
speak at all freely, it was learned 
that it was brought about at Col. 
Lindbergh's request.

stuffed into a trunk, the towel and 
dress still wound about her head and 
with the hands trussed in front. 


The death weapon, a hammer, was 


found in the apartment along with 
the punchboard Lillian carried when 
she disappeared. Her name, writ- 
ten in a childish hand, was at the 
top of the board.

PRISONER RETAINS 
STOLID DEMEANOR 


No Word Passes Between 
Men—Lindbergh Wore 
Disguise For 
Meeting

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Two 
fathers of Infant children, one 
of them the bereaved and tragic 
figured of the most famous kid­ 
naping case in history and the 
other the man suspected of exe­ 
cuting the fiendish crime, met 
for the first time today. 
They were Col. Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh, first the hero of America and 
later the object of its most h e a rt­ 
felt sym pathies, and Bruno Richard 
K auptm ann, the m an held in con- 
M ction with the crime. 
Between them passed no words— 
not even a flicker of recognition. It 
was a m eeting poignant in its silent 
intensity 
and 
dram a, 
and 
the 
thoughts th at crossed the minds of 
these two widely-separated figures 
were blanketed in the secrecy of 
their own muteness. 
At Lindbergh's Request. 
It was shortly before H auptm ann 
was haled Into court for arraig n ­ 
m ent on the extortion charges level­ 
ed against him th at the encounter 
occurred. 
And while no one present at the 
m eeting or aware of its details would 
speak a t all freely, it was learned 
th a t it was brought about a t Col. 
Lindbergh’s request.

greatest manhunt in the history 
of Michigan spread to Ohio and 
other nearby states today as po­ 
lice sought to apprehend Mer­ 
ton W. Goodrich, 26, musician, 
and his wife, Florence Harding 
Goodrich, 29, suspects in the 
brutal slaying of an 11-year-old 
school girl. 
A high police official today ex­ 
pressed the fear th at Goodrich m ay 
also have slain his wife. “We fear 
th at Mrs. Goodrich, who was care­ 
fully reared in church and school 
circles, would not have countenanced 
the crime," he said. “We believe th a t 
she would have comm unicated with 
us voluntarily if it were possible.

The body of the child, Lillian G al- 
laher, who disappeared last Thurs- 


/ day while selling “chances" on a 
raffle conducted by St. Dominic’s 
school, was found W ednesday m orn­ 
ing in an apartm ent occupied by the 
Goodriches. 
Body Found In Trunk. 
Lillian had been beaten over the 
head w ith a ham m er, a towel and 
her dress wrapped tightly around 
her head and face to stifle her 
cries, and then crim inally assaulted, 
the coroner s office said after an in ­ 
vestigation. 
H er body was found 
stuffed into a trunk, the towel and 
dress still wound about her head a rd 
with the hands trussed in front. 
The death weapon, a ham m er, was 
found in the apartm ent along with 
the punchboard Lillian carried when 
she disappeared. 
Her nam e, w rit­ 
ten in a childish hand, was a t the 
top of the board.

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NEW RELIEF PROGRAM TO BE SYSTEMATIC 


Districts Must 
Provide Projects 


"Budgetary Deficiency" 


System Will Affect All 


Families On Relief 


BATIO OF WORK 


TO NEED IS SEEN 


In the past few weeks the 


term, 
"budgetary 
deficiency," 


hu been beard many times in 
connection with the discussion 
of relief. It has been said that 
a relief applicant will be allotted 
a bodgelary deficiency, but In 
the minds of many this Is not 
quite clo.ar. 
To acquaint the reading public 


with Just what a Budgetary defic- 
iency is, how it operates and -what 
i* taken into consideration in mak- 
ing up the budgetary deficiency The 
News has taken a hypothetical case 
and this article carries the explana- 
tion of it. 


The hypothetical case is that of 


a family of seven, including a man, 
his wife, a baby under two years, 
two children between the ages of 
two and 12 and two children over 
12. For a family of this size their 
budgetary deficiency is set at $17.40 
per week. In other words, $17.40 
is considered the minimum with 
which the family can operate and 
get food, fuel, shelter, clothing and 
the like. 


Divided Into Classes 


The $17.40 is divided into the fol- 


lowing classes, for food S8.25 per 
week, for milk (2 quarts per day) 
»1.40 per week, for clothing and 
shoes, $2 per week, for heating 
fuel, .67 per week, for cooking fuel 
50 cents per week, for shelter $3.15 
per week, for light .60 per week, 
for incidentals .83 per week, 
totals S17.40 per week. 


hours necessary times the hourly 
rate of pay. 


Must Provide Projects 


All of this is on the assumption 
that the political sub-division in 
which the man lives has provided 
projects for the RWD. If the city, 
township or boro has not provided 
projects then the relief authorities 
will establish a weekly deficiency 
rate much below that quoted, in the 
case of the mythical family of seven, 
about S12 or a little more per week. 
This means that if a man is not 
employed and the political sub- 
division in which he resides does 
not provide projects; that he will 
get less. 


Where a man is employed on the 
RWD and through such causes as 
rain, snow, cold weather, or the 
like is unable to work out .his full 
hourly allotment in the week, he 
will be given the full budgetary 
deficiency.

one dollar per hour and is permitted 
to work 68 hours per month. If he 
Is an unskilled laborer his rate is 
fifty cents, per hour and he is per- 
mitted to work 139 hours per month. 


If. however, there is one person 


in the family employed and getting 
S12 per week in private endeavor, it 
Is assumed that he keeps four dol- 
lars per week for himself and two- 
thirds, or $8 per week must be ap- 
plied against the budgetary dlficien- 
cy. This brings the total to be pro-; 
vided by the relief authorities to 
*9.40 per week which the man is per- 
mitted to earn by the number of

Education 


Bring New Rulings 


In the establishment of the new 


emergency education relief program 
for Lawrence county, some new rules 
have been laid down for the conduct 
of education projects that differ in 
form somewhat from the rules for- 
merly in effect. The plans for the 
educational projects are contingent 
upon the availability of adequate 
federal emergency relief funds. 


The new educational program will 


be In charge of George Mudehart, 
works director for Lawrence countVj 
and applications for projects must 
be made to him and recommended 
by him to Harrisburg. A local emer- 
gency education council is to be 
named which will act in an advisory 
capacity. The state department of 
public instruction is cooperating in 
the development and administration 
of the program. Provision, is made 
for the appointment of an emergency 
education director to work in con- 
junction with the local, works direc- 
tor. 


The object of the education pro- 


jects is to provide educational, cul- 
tural and recreational services, to 
needy persons in the community and. 
to provide employment lor unem- 


ployed teachers and other capable 
unemployed persons. .Only persons 
who are eligible for relief are eligi- 
ble for employment under this pro- 
gram, although their applications 
will be treated, somewhat differently 
than-the regular relief applications. 


No more than one member of a 


family may be employed on an edu- 
cation project and the family bud- 
getary deficiency of an eligible per-, 
son and his wage rate on the pro- 
ject to which he is assigned will be 
used in determining" the number of 
hours works assigned to that em- 
ploye.

A performance rating system-will 


be established and applied by each 
local work division director, to all 
employes.The type of classes which 
may be included in-the education 
projects covers » wide-field. Among 
them axe classes for adult education, 
classes for industrial workers, .nur- 
sery school classes, classes In dra- 
matic, music or art, classes in handi- 
craft, vocational guidance, health 
intruction, literary ' extension work, 
playground supervision, "supervising 
hobby clubs, public concerts, youth 
centers and a number of others'.

afternoon when authorities were In- 
formed the suspect and his wife 
had left Detroit Tuesday night for 
Cleveland.

detectives, immediately dispatched 
a telegram to Inspector Cornelius W. 
Cody of the Cleveland police, re-

confront the man accused of par- 
ticipation in the crime which robbed 
him of his flrst-bom.

much as a sign that he had recog- 
nized the man upon whom he stands i 
accused of wreaking a crime that 
has shocked the world. 
As a matter of fact, it is possible 


Col. Lindbergh did not wish to be 
recognized—that he wanted only to 
gaze at length upon the shambling 
physique and shifty-eyed counte- 
nance of Hauptmann. 


Thoughts Only Conjecture. 


What he thought in those mo- 


ments after he was ushered into the 
office of District Attorney Samuel 
Foley under heavy guard, and left 
in a strained and uneasy silence to 
study the suspect in the most dra- 
matic vis-a-vis in the criminal rec- 
ords of this city, is.a matter for 
sheer conjectrue.

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GOVERNMENT GOING INTO BUSINESS 


D 


O YOU fear the national government will go into business? 


Then dismiss your uncertainty. 
H is already IN business 


and its plans indicate that this is just the beginning. 


We find it ready to make certain kinds of furniture in so- 


called subsistence factories, preparing to buy materials and make 
some 2,000,000 mattresses. The government is setting up can- 
ning and furniture factories, power plants, electrical appliance 
and shoe factories, building homes, getting into the banking and 
realty business, slaughter houses, hosiery and clothing factories. 


The NRA established what were called "codes of fair com- 


petition" for industry. 
Would it be fair, then, for the govern- 


ment to enter into competition with private industry when the 
government itself can operate its plants without even the sem- 
blance of a code? 
The proposal is to make these mattresses in 


"self-help centers" where wages will be of small moment. Cer- 
tainly legitimate manufacturers will be unable to compete with 
the small wage, codeless, government-financed and non-taxed 
(by stale or federal government) factories. 
Even if the gov- 


ernment manufactures only for relief purposes, the products so 
manufactured displaces an article made by private industry. 


And if the government goes into the postoffice, furniture 


and mattress business, as well as these several other enterprises, 
What is to prevent its entering any other? 


Might it not just as well, for example, decided to go into 


the manufacture of the product made by any town's chief in- 
dustry on a big scale, including our own town, and to charges 
IMS than our own manufacturers could make the product for, 
eventually forcing a shut down throwing hundreds of employes 
out of work? 


These unemployed would then be transferred from private 


to government relief or payrolls. 
In addition, the state, city, 


county and federal government loses the taxes the closed factory 
has been paying and we, the taxpayers, also have to pay that 
bill in additional taxes. 


Somehow this kind of thing docs not seem to fit into the 


iccovery program as it lias been outlined 
by administration 


spokesmen. 
It might well lead finally to a complete socializa- 


tion or communizalion of all industry and fhen we would, in- 
deed, be upon the industrial basis of Russia. 
Neither capital nor 


labor in America wants that to happen. 


HOPKINS DISCOVERS THERE'S A LIMIT 


At last the impossible has happened. A ranking New Dealer has 


admitted that, with billions being poured out, Federal resources are not 
limitless. Warning the States that they must help to bear their share 
of relief costs, FERA Administrator Hopkins reminds them that "the 
Federal money isn't a bottomless pit." 


Has the Roosevelt Administration just awakened to that fact? 


Since it took office it has spent almost ten billion dollars, increasing the 
national deficit by more than six billions. Its expenditures have had the 
effect of putting a large part of the Nation on the dole. It has dumped 
vast amounts of money into dubious projects. It is building dams that 
are unnecessary as power producers and uneconomic, in the New Deal's 
own philosophy of crop curtailment, for irrigation purposes. 


Mr. Hopkins, who, with the othei\Democratlc politicians, recently 


forced a special session of the Pennsylvania Legislature to provide re- 
lief funds, has done his own part in scraping the bottom of the Treas- 
ury. He has allotted large-scale relief to States that have made no ef- 
fort to pay their share. That many of them are Democratic States is 
Interesting, but not surprising. 


If Mr. Hopkins means what he says, if lie will tighen up on relief 


grants to meet real requirements only, it is high time that he do so. 
Controller General McCarl has blocked the $15,000,000 expenditure for the 
President's pet tree belt. Similar wasteful and useless spending of tax- 
payers' money is hurting the Nation's credit. Willful extravagance never 
yet made a Nation prosperous.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


FROM ONE OCEAN TO THE OTHER 


There Is no reason why Japan should take umbrage at the de- 


cision to'hold next year's maneuvers of the American Navy in the North 
Pacific, though there are protests in the press. This year the Atlantic was 
the scene of testing our naval strength and preparedness, and it is per- 
fectly logical to go from one ocean to the other. 


But Japan looks upon the United States as the chief obstacle to 


her complete superiority in the Far East. She chafes under the limita- 
tions imposed by the Washington Conference, and there is no doubt of 
her purpose to discard the ratio of 5-5-3 at London next year. Neither 
the United States nor Great Britain, which also has large interests in 
the Pacific, is likely to assent to this willingly. 


That our Navy is still far from treaty strength is well known. The 


Assistant Secretary ol the Navy, Henry L. Roosevelt, estimates that we 
shall still be seventy-six ships behind by 1937. This fact should soothe 
the apprehensive Japanese. Perhaps it would but for the fear of inter- 
ference with their aggressive designs upon China. 
The setting up of 


the puppet State of Manchukuo was one of the first steps towards con- 
quest. 


How useful this may be is shown by the statement of the Jap- 


anese Admiral of the Fleet that Manchukuo must have a navy of her 
own as soon as her finances permit.

Cardinal Dougherty Of Ro- 


man Catholic Church Gets 


Second Threat Letter 


[International News Service) 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 27.—An 


escaped lunatic was hunted today by 
federal 
agents after 
it became 


known that he has sent a second 
extortion letter of Dennis Cardinal 
Dougherty, Roman. Catholic arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia. 
The object of the 
widespread 


search was George Havidich, who 
was captured a year ago while lurk- 
ing In the bushes of the cardinal's 
suburban estate. At the time charges 
of using the mails to extort were dis- 
missed after alienists found Havi- 
dich insane. He was committed to 
the Philadelphia hosptial for mental 
diseases at Byberry. 
The fact that he had escaped sev- 


eral days ago from the hospital was 
not revealed until Assistant United 
States Attorney Thomas J. Reilly 
was informed by diocesan officials 
that Cardinal Dougherty had re- 
ceived, another letter demanding 
money, almost identical to the one 
sent by Havidich a year ago. 


When Beilly learned of the man's 
escape from the Byberry Institution 
agents of the postal Inspection serv- 
ice were ordered to resume the 
search for Havidich. Pointing to 
the escaped lunatic's record of ar- 
rests for crimes in Pittsburgh, 
Reilly expressed the fear he may 
indulge in violent acts if he remains 
at large.

escaped lunatic was hunted today by

known that he has sent a second 
extortion letter of Dennis Cardinal 
Dougherty, Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia. 


The object of the widespread 
search was George Havidich, who 
was captured a year ago while lurk- 
ing in the bushes of the cardinal's 
suburban estate. At the time charges 
of using the mails to extort were dis- 
missed after alienists found Havi- 
dich insane. He was committed to 
the Philadelphia hosptial for mental 
diseases at By berry. 


The fact that he had escaped sev- 
eral days ago from the hospital was 
not revealed until Assistant United 
States Attorney Thomas J. Reilly 
was informed by diocesan officials 
that Cardinal Dougherty had re- 
ceived, another 
letter 
demanding 


money, almost identical to the one 
sent by Havidich a year ago. 


When Reilly learned of the man's 


escape from the Byberry institution 
agents of the postal inspection serv- 
ice were ordered to resume the 
search for Havidich. 
Pointing to 


the escaped lunatic's record of ar- 
reste for crimes 
in 
Pittsburgh, 


Reilly expressed the fear he may 
indulge in violent acts if he remains 
at large.

were noted in deaths from various 
diseases as well as in infant mor- 
tality. 


The death rate during the six 


months was 11.7 per 1,000 population 
or a total of 58,079. Births totaled 
77,169 or. 15.6 per 1,000 population, 
B.8 per cent less than last year. 


Measles, typhoid fever and whoop- 


ing cough were 'among the common 
communicable diseases in which 
deaths Increased.

amendment to the Retail Code, of 
Article 
nine, 
section 
one,

clubs and similar forms of mer­ 
chandising are forbidden, Secretary 
William J. Connery of the Retail 
Code Authority here states.

PERCY ROCKEFELLER, second 


son of the late William Rockefeller, 
who was John D. Rockefeller's broth- 
er, died yesterday, only 56 years old.

Like other men of great wealth, 


Mr. Rockefeller suffered heavy losses 
in the 1929 shrinking of values, losses 
so great that he described them to 
the Seattle Stock Exchange commit- 
tee as "terrible, perfectly horrible 
losses." 


The strain and anxiety of depres- 


sion years, with values tumbling, 
may have had something to do with 
Mr. Rockefeller's illness and death, 
not because of any love for money, 
of which he had plenty left, but be- 
cause of the strain in righting flnan-1 
cial'disaster. 


FLORIDA SHOULD KNOW that 


Percy Rockefeller, who spent sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars in 
Florida oil experiments there, be- 
lieving that there is plenty of oil un- 
derneath the state, told the writer 
he thought the oil pools came across 
under the Gulf from Mexico. But 
they come, he thought, slanting 
downward and by the time they 
reach Florida they-.might be too deep 
for practical exploitation. 


If they are there, however, men 


will go alter them and get them.

to buy Florida oil stocks or land for 
the value of oil which may be under 
it. When you buy land, but the sur- 
face, you can see that.
